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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the references alone or in 
combination do not teach or suggest a fibrous material in the composite core having a lower density than the fibrous material in the outer 
layers. Applicant presents a density calculation based on example 1 of Gauss. This is not found to be persuasive. Example 1 was pointed 
to show that Gause does specifically use paper/resin layer between glass/resin layers not for the specific composite of claim 1 and that 
based on the calculation set forth in the previous office action, a fair reading of the reference as a whole clearly discloses core having lower 
density than surface layers. As further evidence, attention is directed to example 4 of Gause, which uses the same glass fabric as that of 
example 1 and which suggests the use of a lower density paper to improve wetting. Applicant also argues the references alone or in 
combination do not teach or suggest a nonwoven sheet. The examiner respectfully disagrees as Kawakita teaches a nonwoven sheet as a 
preferred material embodiment. Also, Gause teaches it is known in the prior art that nonwoven glass sheets possess desirable punchability 
when used in printed-wiring-boards. 
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
